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1 . (twice amended) A process for metal deposition, the process comprising 
providing an aqueous solution comprising a non-colloidal metal activator, 
contacting a part to be plated with the aqueous solution of the metal activator for a time 
jfficient for the metal activator to adsorb onto the part, the metal activator selected from the 
group consisting of silver, cobalt, ruthenium, cerium, iron, manganese, nickel, rhodium and 
vanadium, 

contacting the part with a reducing agent capable of reducing the metal activator to a 
lower oxidation state, and metal plating the part by contact with a plating solution. 



2. (twice amended) A process for electroless metal deposition of an organic 
resin part, comprising 

etching the part with reactive hydroxyl species while catalyzing the part with a non- 
colloidal electroless metal plating catalyst, and
